IS being held, but shall not engage a legal practitioner 
for the puiposc unless the person nominated by the 
disciplinary CiUthority as aforesaid is a legal practi¬ 
tioner or unless the disciplinary authority,' having 
regard to the circumstances of the case, so permits. 

Provided that in the event of disciplinary proceedings being 
against an employee of the Head Office, he shall be entitled 
to present his case with the assistance of any employee of the 
Head Office or of the Regional Office, Delhi.

At the meeting of the Bar Council of India held on 3rd 
and 4th September, 1983, the following amendment has been 
made to Rule 5 Chapter HT, Pait VI of the Rules of the 
Council :— 

Resolution No. 99/1983 : 

Resolved that in lieu of Rule 5 in Chapei HT, Part VI of 
the Rules of the Council the following rule he substituted :— 

“Rule 5 (1).—An Advocate who voluntnrilv suspends his 
practice for any reason, whatsoevei, sh.vll intimtPc by 
registered post to the State Bar Council on the rolls of 
which his name is entered, of such suspension together 
with his certificate of enrolment in original. 

(2) Whenever any such advocate who has suspended his 
practice desires to resume his practice, he shall tipply to 


the Secretary of the State Bar Council for resumption of 
practice, alongwith an affidavit staling whether he has 
incurred any of the disqualifications under section 24A, 
Chapter III of the Act during the period of suspension! 

(3) The Enrolment Committee of the State Bar Council 
may order the resumption of his piactico and letum the 
certificate to tiim with necessary endoisement, If the 
Enrolment Committee is of the view that the Advocate 
h.as incurred any of the disqualification the Committee 
shall icfer the matter under proviso t.v aeclion 26(1) of 
the Act,

4.1 A Board of Control shall be appointed by the Syndi¬ 
cate in January every year and shall consist of : 

1. The Chairman/Head of the Department in the subject 
of the School as Chairman; 

2. The University Professors and Readers in the subject 
of the School; 

3. Two University J^ecturers on the recommendation of 
the Chairman/Head of the Depart^nt in the subject 
of the School (by rotation according to seniority) 
and; 

4. One teacher from the Department in each subsidiary 
subject of the School. 

4.2 Subject to the approval of the Doan of University 
Instruction, the Board of Control shall be the authority to 
admit students and to remove students from the IJouours 
School or class in accordance with the rules laid down by the 
Academic Council. 

4.3 Subject to the approval of Dean of University Instruc¬ 
tion, the Board of Control shall be the authority to remove 
a student from the Honours School, in case of misconduct. 

4.4 The Board of Control shall mgite recommendations 
to the Syndicate in all matters concerning the Honours 
School Course Including syllabi and the appointment of 
examiners. 

However, recommendations concerning syllabi shall be 
routed through the Faculty and the Acadernlc Council. 

5. The syllabi and courses of reading for the B.Sc. Honours 
School course shall be as approved by the Senate from time 
to time. 

6.1 A student of Honours School shall choose : 

(i) Major subject 

(ii) Subsidiary courses 

(iii) English (For First year only). 

6.2 The following is the list of subsidiary courses for 
different Honours Schools which may be offered by a student 
with the approval of the concerned Board of Control.

11, A student shall be permitted to the semester courses 
successively sitbjcct to the following conditions ;— 


(i) He is required to obtain 40 per cent marks, in each 
course of theory and practicals for a pass! in that 
course and to earn the number of credits assigned 
to that course. 


(ii) He shall be allowed to join the second year M.Sc. 
course If he has earned a minimum of 20 credits in 
the first year. 


(iii) A candidate who has not completed ihe maximum 
tiumber of credits regidred to he completed in a 
year .shall be allowed to char the paper/s (in which 
he hnj failed) when the examination for this course 
is given for the regular students. However, no 
student can take the reappear examination m more 
than 50 per cent of the number of papers he is 
normally required to take. For example, in the 
Third .semester, if the regular food of a student Is 
20 credits, he can take the re-appear examination 
for not more than 10 credits of the first semester.. 
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Notwithstanding the above cotulUions, no student shall be 
allowed to spend more than a maximum of three years In 
the A/.iSc. classes. He must earn the stipulated number of 
credits for the awaid of the degree within this period of three 
years. ' 

12.1 The question papers will be set by the External and 
.the Imtcuial Examiners. In case there are more than one 
persons teaching the course, the Board of Post-graduate 
Studies shall decide one of them to be the internal examiner. 

12.2 The evaluation shall be dome by the External and 
the Internal Examiners. The answer books shall be first 
evaluated by the External Examiner, who shall send these 
alongwith the awaniS' to the Internal Examiner with a copy 
of the award Hkt to the Registrar. These shall then bo exajm- 
ned by tlw iuheinal Examiner. In case of any disagreement 
between me Internal and the External Exainlneis, it shall 
bo resolved by the Intemal Examiner in coosultaEon with the 
external examiner. If the difference between the two awards 
1* not resolved and the marks obtained by tbe candidate in a 
particular case differ upto 15 per cent of the maximum marks 
assigned to lije paper the avera^jp d the two atvaids would 
be assigned to the candidate. In case the difference Is more 
thaj\._1.5 per o(^ fC would be referred to a third examiner for 

,-iiapalltittlioB andthc average of the two best awards would 
be assigned to the candidate. ^ 

12.1 Tn the case of thesis/proiecLrepoTts approved by 
Board of Post-gradmito sturftesj'^O evaftnrtioii; shall be gov¬ 
erned by the regnlatkais as apply to the M.Sc. Hons. School. 

12.4 The ro'evaluation of answerbooks shall be permissible 
as per cuiQ>> laid down by the University from time to time. 

13. The results will be tabulated and declared by the office 
of tho Registrar. 

14. The successful candidates shall be classified into three 
divisions ab under; :i— 

(a) TItose who obtain 60 per cent or 

. -more-of the total marks . . First Division. 

(b) Those who obtain SO per cent or 

more but below 60 per cent of . 

the tottd marks Second Division. 

(c) Those who obtain 40 per cent and 

less than 50 per cent of the total 

marks .... Third Division. 

15. The candlBftdl'^fiHlIiw provided with the detailed marks 
cards of each semester. The degree shall indicate the division 
in which tlhe candidate has passed the examination. The 
dates of entry and leaving the course shall be shown on the 
certificate. 

16. A candidate who has passed the M..Sc (2-year course) 
examination from the Panjab University under the semester 
system may reappear as a private candidate in a course/s 
he wishes to, with a view to improving his performance. For 
this purpose, he may be given two chances within a period 
of 5 years from the date of Us passing the degree- course. 
The candidate in; tho first instance, shall be required to inti¬ 
mate all the courses In which he would like to improve his 
performance. He will then appear in the respective course/s 
at the main semester examlnatl^ l.e. for the courses offered 
for First and Third semesters in the November/December 
examination and for the Second and Fourth semesters In 
Aprll/May examination. 

If he- does not improve his performance, in any course/s 
ho shall be eligible to do so in the following year In the 
semester examination concerned which would be treated as a 
saoend chance. The candidate shall be charged Rs. 25 for 
each course, subject to the maximum admission fee proscrib¬ 
ed for the semester concerned. 

19. Regulations for Master of Arts/Science examinations 
(Semester System) (Revised), shall read as under : 

i’. Under the Semester SJystem. each academic year shall 
Consist of two semesters. First Semester shall be from July 
to December and second semester shall bo from January to 
May, FAe instructional period for each semester Wfff extend 
over a period of 16 weeks followed'by preparatory holidays 
for a week, apd then the semester examination. 


2. To qualify for the award of an M.A./M.Sc. degree in 
each subject taught under the Semester System, a candidate 
shall be required to complete successfully course work of w 
credits in tbe major and allied subjects, with the provision 
that not less than 2/3 credits shall be In tho major subject! 
and the programme of each candidate will be subject to (ho 
approval of the Postgraduate Board of Sttidies/Boaid of Con¬ 
trol. 

A candidate who (has passed B.Sc. Honours School in 
Mathematics/M.Sc. Honours School in Marthematics or M.A,/ 
M.Sc. in Mathematics examination with at least 5 per cent 
marks may be granted exemption by the Board of Cbntrol 
iiit Statistics to the extent of maximum of 16 credi^ lui the 
course work for M.Sc, Examination in Statistics. The final 
assessment in the M.Sc. Statistics examination for such a 
candidate shall be based on his performance in the course 
actually takdh by hiiti. 

Exemption In a particular paper prescribed for the M.Sc. 
Statistica Examination may be granted to a candidate who 
has obtained at least 50 per cent marks in the corresponding 
ppaer In B.Sc. Honours School in MathematiCB/M.Sc. 
Honours Schotd in Mathematics or M.A./M.Sc. in Matho* 
mades Examination. 

3. The credit value of the courses need (tofr bo uniform in 

all cases. A course may be 2, 3, 4 or more ctedita depend- 
iag upon the quantum of weak to 6o done In it. A 4 credit 
edijrse will normally involve 4 hours of JnstroctiOD Including 
fUtortal vtetls./seminar in a week. The credits to be allot¬ 
ted to a dissertation may be decided by the Postgraduate 
Board of Studies/Boaid of Control subject to a maximum 
of 8 credits. > 

4. The normal work load of a student during a semester 
will be of 6 credits. However, the Postgraduate Board of 
Smtftes/Boetrd of Control may permit fn exceptional cases a 
minimirm wort load of 12 and a maxjmuln of 20 credits 
depMdmgl upon the capoWHty of a student, The merit list 
shdf Be prepared at the end of the normal period of the 
-course^ i.e. fwo yettrs. It shall not affect the position of a 
candidate if Ife falls in a couse/s or failed to appear In a 
course/s but cleared it in the next semester/s within the nor¬ 
mal period of tWo years, 

5. Every department would armouOiCl* in advance tho 
courses it would dUbt in each of the semestere during the 
following two academic years, enabling the students to adjust 
their programme of study in sueh a way that they are able 
to talte up, in addition to the compulsory courses, as many 
coiustis Or their choice as possible. The quantum of compul¬ 
sory course work will bo decided bV Board of Postgraduate 
Studies. 

6. A student who has obtained 50 per cent of marks dur¬ 
ing tho preceding semiAters shall be eUgiblo to take up dis¬ 
sertation wherever there is provision for the dissertation in 
the courses of study. 

7. To qualify for the grant of credits for a particular 
course, a candidate must yet at least the pass marks. If he 
fails In the course, he will not get credit for it. He may 
repeat the course as a regidar student in which he ha» failed 
when it is offered next. He may also bo allowed to take 
the examination for such a coUrse without attending the 
classes. 

If at the end of the second semester his successfully com¬ 
pleted 'courses remain less than 16 credits, he wUl' not- be 
allowed to join the third semester. At the end of the third 
semester he must Apve AicCessfulfy completed 24 credits to 
enable him to foln fourth .semester. 

8. The assessment for each courso will be on this basis of 
University examination at the end of each semesfer. The 
University examination wilt be held according to the outlines 
of tests. Syllabi and courses of reading approved by the 
Acaderrilc Council from time to time. 

9. The University will maintain a separate Official trans¬ 
cript of each candidate, mentioning the courses taken,, credit 
value of each course and marks obtained, 

10. The examination for M.A/M.So, degree under the 
Semester Syrtem shall bo held in the subjects approved by 
the Academic Council from time' to time. 
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11.1 A jjeiBOn who . passed one of the following eoiamin- 
ations from the Panjab University or an examination recc»- 
ois^ by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto, shall be eliwble 
to join the M.A. degree course, other than in Physical Educa¬ 
tion :— 

(i) A Bachelor i degree obtaining at least 45 per cent 
marks in the subject of Postgraduate course, or 50 
per cent marks in the aggregate. 

(ii) B.A. with Honours in the subject of the Postgra¬ 
duate course or B.Sc. Hons. School course. 

(iii) Master's degree examination in any other subject. 
Provided that— 

(a) for the Public Administration course, a person 
who has passed one of the fcrflowing examina¬ 
tions shall also be eligible— 


(b) A person holding B.Sc. degree of the Panjab 
University with at least 43 per cent marks in 
the aggregate if he has taken part In the Inter- 
College games and sports recognised by the 
Inter-University Sports Control Board; 

Preference will be given to those who have 
taken Physical Education as an clecirive sub¬ 
ject. 

tiv) Any other qualification recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent to (i), (ii) and (iii), 

Provided that candidates admitted under any of 
me clauses ti) to (iv) qual^ in the Standard 
Emciency Test at the time of admission to this course 
except mose who obtain 50 per cent or albove marks 
m the B.P.Ed. examination of Panjab University'.
